The ballot gave Parker 658 votes out of the 667 needed to nomi- 
nate, and before the result could be announced, Idaho, Nevada, Wash- 
ington and others made changes to the Parker column. Gov. Dockery 
of Missouri moved to make the nomination unanimous, and the motion 
carried, amidst increasing cheering. . 

The scene was dramatic in the extreme. Twilight had witnessed 
the gathering of the Democratic hosts, while broad daylight, the sun 
paiing the electric light, witnessed the close. 

One of the most remarkable facts of the convention was that nearly 
all of the 15,000 persons attending remained to the end. 

The convention wag in session from 8 o’clock last night until 5:50 
this morning. In that time eight names were presented to the corven- 
tion. Nominating and seconding speeches innumerable were made, and 
as dawn approached it became necessary: to limit the seconding speeches 
to four minutes each. : 

An exception was made in the case of William Jennings Bryan, 
who, in one of the most striking scenes ever witnessed in a political 
gathering, addressed the convention and concluded by seconding the 
nomination of Senator Francis M. Cockrell of Missouri. Mr. Bryan 
received a great ovation. | | 

Bryan’s speech was practically a defense of his own record, and 
after suggesting Pattison of Pennsylvania and Hearst he surprised the 
convention by seconding Cockrell. 

Champ Clark had two hours before yielded his gavel to Senator 
Bailey and had paid Senator Cockrell a magnificent tribute. A dem- 
gnstration lasting a half hour had followed. 

These thousands of cheering persons apparently converted Mr.

St. Petersburg Accepts Report of Fall 
of Another Stronghold, but Has No 
Particulars From Commanders of 
Defeated Divisions. | 


VICTORY IS AN IMPORTANT 
ONE FOR THE JAPANESE 


Capture of Town Is a Part of Gen. 
Kuroki’s Plan to Gain the Railroad 
and Extend Fortifications Across 


the Peninsula. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 9, 2:15 p. m.-- 
The capture of Kai-Chou by the Japanese, 
announcea from Tokio today, is not official- 
ly confirmed at the war office, but there is 
no disposition to question the probable 
correctness of the report, as the lafest ad- 
vices received here made it plain that the 
Japanese were advancing in force along the 
railroad against the Russian position. 

The Emperor and his military salle, who 
left St. Petersburg last night for the Volga 
region. to bid \farewell to the Fifth and 
Sixth army corps, may already have re- 
ceived Gen. Kuropatkin's report, but the 
genéral staff has not yet received Gen. 
Sakharoff’s report, which usually follows 
Kuropatkin's at a short interval. 

The occupation of Kai-Chou, while it 
not believed that it will exercise material 
influence on Kuropatkin’s strategy, is of 
importance to the Japanese, as it brings 
them within reach of New-Chwang, facili- 
tating Gen. Oku’s juncture with Gen. Ku- 
roki. 

How far the Russian commander-in-chief 
attempted to contest the possession of 
Kai-Chou with the Japanese, the war of- 
fice says, will be revealed when the official 
report arrives. The Japanese report of the 
severity of the fighting might indicate 
Kuropatkin’s desire to hold Kai-Chou so 
long as possible for the purpose of pre- 
venting a juncture of the Japanese ar- 
mies. 

It would not be surprising if, after the 
juncture of the Jananese armies, Kuro- 
patkin decided to retire even from ‘Ta- 
Tche-Kiao and Hai-Cheng and concen- 
trate his forces about his main position 
at Liao-Yang. 

This would render easy the Japanese

HOW A CONVENTION WAS REPORTED. 

We believe that the statement will not find contradiction 
among the fifty thousand visitors in St. Louis, that no na- 
tional convention in the hisf*ry of American politica has 
ever been so perfectly reported as has been the Democratic 
convention now closing. Recognizing the momentous char- 
acter of the event, and the great historical possibilities 
which it represented, the Post-Dispatch and the New York 
World massed their forces here and organized a journal- 
istic battalion rarely if ever equaled. Oorrespondents, art- 
ists and editorial writers of national, and, in some cases, 
of international fame, began early to make the record. 
With a regularity that suggested telepathy the course of 
the scores of prominent statesmen was anticipated, and the 
developments of the various convention phases were fore- 
casted and interpreted. . 

At 9 o’clock each morning a special edition of the paper 
was on the streets, presenting every detail of the night’s 
events, and scheduling the probabilities of the day just 
begun. The entire report, as well as the editorials of the 
New York World of each morning, found simultaneous pub- 
ication in this early edition of the Post-Dispatch. The 
Parker strength and the strength of the anti-Parker ele- 
ment were estimated and set forth with such singular ac- 
curacy as to provoke admiring comments as each after- 
noon or evening brought confirmation of the morning’s 
predictions. The public waa kept so closely in touch with 
what was happening and what was about to happen that 
not one surprise was sprung upon the public in the march 
of events. LDlustrations by two complete forces of art- 
ists contributed much to make every paper a souvenir 
number. 

The John Sharp Williams platform was read in the Post- 
Dispatch columns long before its draft was even seem by the 
resolutions committee. 

The most perfect bulletin system ever established, with 
one man at each end of a special wire connecting this pa- 
per’s office with a desk near the speaker’s stand in cos 
vention hall, held an almost blockading crowd at the office 
front every minute the convention sat, and every move- 
ment of the delegates was announced within a few sec- 
onds to the crowd in Broadway. At night an immense 
stereopticon screen presented the bulletins, and held great 
throngs on the street into the late hours., The demand 
for the Post-Dispatch, in its special and regular editions, 
exceeded all precedent. : 

Journalism as thus illustrated ig only possible where the 
relation of expense to revenue is totally disregarded. The 
cost of such a report as the Post-Dispatch and the World 
have presented is enormous, and compensation can only 
come, as it has never failed to come, in the prestige which 
attends extraordinary demonstrations of newspaper supe- 
riority. The work of the past week can be accepted as an 
indication of what the Post-Dispatch will do throughout 
the great campaign which is just opening. 
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A cab driver who neglected to display a rate card in 
his vehicle has just been fined $200 for over-charging a 
passenger. Visitors should speak up promptly whenever 
they are imposed upon. 
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A “FAT FRIER” NOT WANTED. 

The New York World very properly remarked that Mr. 
August Belmont, who as a member of the Wall street bond 
syndicate worked a good thing out of the Cleveland ad- 
ministration, was hardly the man to be put at the head 
of the Democratic national committee. Mr. Belmont has 


a right to be a Democrat and to work as hard as he pleases 


for the nomination and election of Judge Parker. Be 
cause he represents financial interests which have ha¢

AMERICA A “WORLD POWER.” ‘ 
Europe Might as Well Admit iIt.and Look Pleasant. 
From the London Spectator. 

To deny to America the right to enforce compensation 
for injuries caused by Turkish misrule is, therefore, to 
oxclude her from the benefit of the general rules applied 
to all other great civilized states, and, in fact, to deny 
her right to be included in that honorable list. Upon what 
primiple is such a denial to be based? America is as 
populous, as powerful and as civilized a state as there is in 
the world, and her geographical position has nothing what- 
ever to do with the matter. Or rather, it has this to do 
with it, that as she does not want, and could not want, 
territory in Europe, she is much more likely to be disin- 
terested and impartial than any other power. With any Of 
the European powers, humanity, or an individual quarrel, 
might be a pretext for aggression; but America cannot 
even wish to aggress, and may be trusted, if she demands 
any change, to desire that change because of the motive 
assigned. 

It is sald, indeed, in some quarters that America being 
so distant a power can have no good reason for interfer- 
ence; but that, surely, is matter for her own decision, not 
the decision of EBurope. She has as much right to her own 
ambitions, her own purposes and her own complaints as 
any cther power, the fact that her ambitions cannot be ter- 
ritorial being in her favor, not against hér. It is true that, 
being comparatively a new power, she is not aided. or 
hampered by volumes of old treaties, to be quoted or dis- 
regarded as occaston serves; but that fact renders her 
more free, not less free, to act upon genéral and civilized 
principles. 

There is in reality no case against American “‘interference”’ 
except the reluctance of diplomatists trained to consider 
Europe as their world to admit that a new state has ar 
rived at such a position in population, wealth and all at- 
tributes of civilization that it must be consulted when it 
wishes to be, and has as much right to plead the general 
interests of mankind as any other stafe. That she will be 
consulted is pretty clear, for, after all, diplomatists, like 
all other politicians, have to deal with facts. No state Is 
now so strong that, unless compelled, it will declare war 
on the Union, and a combination of states against her is 
barred by the refusal of Great Britain to allow any such 
attempt. Seated on two oceans, with unlimited wealth, 
and a population possibly more patriotic than that of any 
white state, her weight must be felt in every corner of the 
world. The trend of events, too, is in her favor. For the 
next half-century the struggle of civilized mankind will be 
for dominance on the Pacific, and while the Union is al- 
ready strong in that vast ocean, from the moment the Pan- 
ama canal is cut she will be the strongest state upon its 
shores. Alone, or in alliance with Japan, she could debar 
Europe from the trade of the future or from expansion in 
the far East. 

To talk, therefore, if any one has talked. of her being 
an intruder in European politics is positively foolish, -the 
only wise course for the diplomatists being to admit her at 
once, before they .must, to all European councils, and to 
treat her in all matters, whether of tmportance or only 
of ceremonial, as an honored member of that great Euro- 
pean family which claims the primacy of the world, and 
certainly disposes of the greater portion of its strength 
and wealth. America is no longer an outsider, and the at- 
tempt to treat her as one does but turn valuable friendship 
into bitterness. 


ROCKEFELLER’S WIFE. 

Mrs. John D. Rockefeller was her husband’s schoolmate- 
sweetheart, a fact as little known as the woman herself 
outside her circle of acquaintances in Cleveland, says the 
National Magazine. Mr. Freese (their schoolmaster 50 
years ago) had often said of her that she was the most 
interesting of his pupils; and when he went over her com- 
positions with me and turned the book over to me with 
repeated requests to be careful of it, he said: 

“I remember Cettile Spelman, as they all called her. best 
of all. Celestia Spelman was her correct name. She was 
‘Johnny's’ schoolmate, his sweetheart of boyhood days, 
and is now his wife.

le United States, declares that “the woman wage- 
nder one aspect, an object of charity, under an- 


ynomic pervert, under another a social menace.”’ 

a woman wage-earner herself, she follows this 
statement with some half dozen pages of invect- 

with argument, and statistics tempered with 
vy, in support of it, summing up with this gloomy 
“In a word, the truth about woman in industry 
is that she Is a frightful failure."’ 

The charges which Mrs. Thompson brings against - the 
working woman and the arguments which she adduces in 
support of them are briefly these: 

1. That she is an object of charity, both costly and hope- 
less, a fact “shown by the nature of all special investiga- 
ticns and remedial législation in her behalf, not to speak of 
explicit private charity devoted to her needs.”’ 

2. That the ranks of working-women are being constantly 
depleted by marriage. ~ 

3. That women can afford to receive less wages than men, 
and by competing with men reduce wages below what it costs 
thein to Hve. 

4. That it makes her ah unfit and an unwilling mother. 

In considering the first charge, that the working-woman 
is an object of charity, ‘‘because of special investigations and 
remedial legislation in her behalf,’’ it would scarcely be con- 
tended even by the bitterest opponents of Ker industrial inde- 
pendence that this expenditure is in any degree commen- 
surate with the vast sums sunk annually in state and na- 
tional investments. 

Yet the coal miners of Pennsylvania were not regarded 
as objects of charity because of this costly investigation 
the great strike in the anthracite region entailed, nor when- 
ever differences or abuses have arisen which rendered other 
special investigations necessary have the victims of such 
abuses been so regarded. 

There are mary explicit private charities devoted to the 
needs of the working woman. But they are smaller in scope 
and less generally supported than those devoted to the needs 
of the workingman. New York has its series of Mills Hotels 
dedicated to furnishing cheap and commodious lodging .to 
persons of modest income. They met a geperal and immedi- 
ate need. But they are restricted to men. 

Where are the Mills Hotels for women? 

Mrs. Thompson declares that the reports of departments 
of labor, in dealing with woman as an industrial factor, 
breathe ‘‘the tender concern of good. men for frail women,’ 
and cites the recommendation of a western state bureau of 
labor statistics that ‘“‘after working ten hours a day women 
be permitted to go home and do such needlework or house- 
work ag devolves upon them.” 

It is difficult to conceive how this recommendation that 
the working hours of women should not exceed ten hours 
in order that they may be free to go home and do needle- 
work and housework can be taken as breathing a tender 
concern for their welfare. When a man has worked ten 
hours a day it is usually considered that he has done enough 
and the guggestion that he be permitted to go home and 
weed the Corded or chop wood, would hardly be considered a 
recommendation to mercy. 

Ar tc Mrs. Thompson's plaint that the ranks of working 
women are being constantly depleted by marriage, it must 
be admitted. It is, irideed, a cheerful fact to contemplate, 
Nevertheless, it is not a permanent fact, but the result of 
temporary conditions which will disappear when every 
woman has become a wage-earner as a matter of course, and 
when sex as a profession hag disappeared. 

The change in economic conditions the world over in the 
last hundred years has, to some extent, taken the old-time 
feminine tasks out of the home into the factories and shops 
and left woman without an occupation. 

In shops and factories the working woman {is today pur- 
Suing the very same occupations that belonged to her grand- 
mothers and her great-grandmothers back to the days ‘“‘when 
Adam delved and Eve span.” The “new woman” is she 
who sits idly at home frittering away her time from one 
matinee day to another,.who does not keep houS® because 
it is easier to board, who does not sew because it is cheaper 
to buy her clothes ready-made, and who has becorhe a social 
parasite or, to use a time-honored simile, a clinging vine 
which when it clings too much or climbs too far must in- 
evitably sap the lifésof the oak, its fabled mainstay and 
support. 

When marriage has ceased to be a profession for women 
and becomes what it should be—the glorious apotheosis of 
manhood and womanhood—woman “will not work as a 
makeshift pending marriage,’ and there will come the 
world’s great bridals chaste and calm, then come the crown- 
ing race of humankind.

Kansas Streams Are Still High, but 
Unless Severe Rains Come, Acute 
Situation Is Relieved. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 10.—The Kaw 
river continued falling during the night and 
the feeling is that the crest of the flood 
is passed. Only exceédingly heavy rains 
could stop the fall of the water. 

The damage in this city and throughout 
the lowlands of the numerous Kansas riv- 
ers has been great. The last 12 hours of the 
rising water saw thousands of homes swept 
away. Great fields of wheat, thousands of 


acres of harvested grain, has been swept 


away. 

In this city the loss will not be as great 
as the inconvenience. Warned by last years 
experience, merchants in the Union Station 
neighborhood moved their goods to higher 
Noors and families in Armourdale and other 
low suburbs moved the furniture, bought 
since they lost everything last year, before 
the waters reached their doors. 

The city authorities took prompt meas- 
ures to care for those forced from their 
homes and the packing houses, all of which 
have been forced to suspend, aw ‘ed their 
equipment at the disposal 0 employes. 
Thousands of refugees are being cared for 
in public buildings and schoolhouses, and 
those residing in Armourdale will not be 
enabled to go to homes for several 
days.

THE PENITENTIARY 


At His Own Request He Was Taken 
to Jefferson City to Begin 
Sentence. 


HE HAS TWO YEARS TO SERVE 


Dined at Station With Party of 
Friends, Who Remained With 
Him Until Train Departed. 


Edmund Bersch, former member of the 
House of Delegates, who entered a plea of 
guilty in Judge McDonald's court to the 
charge of accepting a bribe of $2500 for 
his vote on the city lighting bill in 1899, was 
taken to Jefferson City Friday night by 
Deputy Sheriff Joseph Dickmann, Jr. 
Bersch was taken at that time at his own 
request, as he stated he desired to begin 
serving his sentence of two years’ impris- 
onmenct as soon as possible so that it would 
be ended the quicker. Bersch's affairs 
were looked after by Edward Butler, Jr., 
riday and arranged so that he couki leave 
at the time desired. He wae joined at 
Union Station by a number of his friends, 
who remained with him until the departure 
of the train. They dined at a cafe near the 
Station 

The fact that Bersch entered a plea of 
guilty is responsible for the light sentence 
he received. He was given the minimum 
the maximum being seven years’ impris- 
onment. After .receiving his sentence, 
Bersch was taken to the city jail, where he 
occupied the same cell with Charlies F. 

As Bersch was led from the cell 

night he laughingly remarked to 

that he expected to see him in Jef- 
ferson City soon. Kelly did not reply, mere- 
ly smiling. 
Bersch is the third member of the House 
of Delegates to be taken to the penitentiary 
for accepting bribes for votes on the city 
lighting bill. Jullus ‘Lehmann and Emile 
Hartmann have been in the state prison 
two weeks. Two other members of the 
H{ouse, Charles F. Kelly and Charles A. 
(;utke, have signified their intentions of 
pleading guilty to the brinery charge and 
have already made confessions to the cir- 
cult attorney. 

Bersch has been twice convicted of chf®ges 
xrowing out of the investigations of boodle 
in tne “House of Delegates. He was sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment for ac- 
cepting a bribe in the Suburban Railway 
deal and a similar sentence upon a charge 
of perjury. The Sa@preme Court reversed 
the decision in the former case, and the 
latter is still pending.

Pleasant but not Particularly Signifi- 
cant Interviews With Report- 
ers Twice a Day.

ESOPUS, N. Y., July 93.—As the genera! 
belief in Judge Parker's nomination spread 
the Rosemount mall increased to a great 
volume.

Today's mail contained more begging !et- 
ters than letters from cranks. These let- 
ters are of all kinds.

“July 5, 1904.—-My Dear Sir: Reading an 
account in last night's Post-Dispatch of 
your busy life just now, I could not help 
in drawing a comparison between yours and 
mine. Then a thought came to me that if 
I could help you, I would. You are strug- 
gling for political power, I for a mere exist- 
ence. My father is not living. When he 
died he left a farm to my mother. She 
cannot sel) it, and as she has no sons to 
work it for her, she is as bad off as though 
she had nothing. 

“This is my proposal: If you will give 
me a few thousand to buy a house for 
mother, I will pray for you night and day. 
If prayers will get anything, and they 
have neyer been known to fail, you will 
receive what you wish. You will never 
yjnaiss what I ask for you, I know you won't. 
Please let’ me hear from! you, anyway. 
Yours sincerely.’’ 

Few of these letters reach the judge, as 
Mr. MoCausland, his secretary, sorts them 
out aud destroys the useless ones. 

The portrait ¢or which Judge Parker has 
been sitting this week is almost completed. 


The artist is A. Muller Ury. The official 
photograph also has been taken, and the 
artists and photographers have departed, 
leaving the fleld to the reporters. 


Always Charitable 

to the Reporters. 

The semi-daily sessions of the judge and 
the reporters are delightfully social. Alt 
9:30 in the morning the reporters, who have 
slept and breakfasted at various hoteis 
within a few miles, assemble in a body on 
the front lawn. The judge appears on the 


porch and bows to the reporters. The re- 
porters rise and bow to the judge. . Except 
that the judge is in a white flanne] suit 
instead of judicial robes, and the circle: 
of reporters do not stop smoking, the pro- 
ceedings exhibit the same amiable dignity 
that marks the opening of a sitting of the 
Court of Appeals. 

The daily routine questions are then 
asked. Yes, the judge went in swimming 
as usual. He looked at the morning pa- 
ers while at breakfast. Then he worked 
n his lHbrary until the reporters came. 
There were some letters, but. McCausland 
tells about them. 

To them the judge tells his plans for the 
day. He will write in the library and then 
sit for his portrait. After luncheon the 
family willl drive. He may take a short 
horseback ride before dinner and go to bed 
between 10 and ll. Then the special ques- 
tions.

NEW YORK, July 9.—Chicago and 8st.

Over in Philadelphia the sports have not 
yet recovered from the surprise given them 
by Mayor Weaver. 

The Ministerial Association of Philadel- 
phia grew interested in the matter two 
weeks ago and tried to get the Law and 
Order Society to interfere.

Nothing more was heard 
from the opposition until yesterday after- 
noon, when Mr. Crowhurst learned that the 
Ministerial Association had made a written 
and oral protest to the director of public 
safety, who has charge of the police of 
the city. 

Mayor Weaver called for the articles 
of agreement, read them and declared 
he was satisfied that there was no in- 
tent to break law. Later in the after- 
noon he experienced a tremendous 
change of heart. 

“The bout must not go on,” told 
Manager Crowhurst. “Tf Fi and 
O’Brien enter the ring I will arrest 
them at once.” 

In the meantime connoisseurs of box- 
ing had been arriving in Philadelphia 
by scores on every train. The mayor 
changed his mind so late in the after- 
noon that there was no chance to warn 
the men at a distance. They were wan- 
dering about Philadelphia last night, 
saying staccato things about Mayor 
Weaver that cannot be printed. 

More than 7000 seats had been sold 
when Mayor Weaver issued his ultima- 
tum at 4 p. m. 

Fitz and O’Brien were in town, trained 
to the hour and fit to box faster than 
ever before. They were sadly disap- 
pointed, 

“There wouldn't have been any more 
‘arm in it than in a game of billiards 
except maybe a punch or two,” said 
Fitz mournfully. 

“Jack O’Brien and I are good friends 
and we were only going to show who's 
the best man. It's a shame to stop us.”

EL PASO. Tex., July 9.—Preperations are 
being made at Hermosillo, Mex., for the 
execution by shooting of ten Mexicans un- 
der sentence for the murder and robbery 
of the Maxwell brothers and Enoch Wood- 
worth on the El Tigre trail about two 
months ago.

Montana Prison Wardens Believe One 
of Their Charges a Victim of 
Circumstances. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BUTTE, Mont., July 4—Thomas Mc- 
Teague and Frank Conley, ‘wardens of the 
state penitentiary, express the opinion that 
the confession of William Miles at Kansas 
City of the murder of John Edwards, a 
Montana union brakeman, for which crime 
William Murphy is now serving a life sen- 
tence, is probably true. 

The wardens tell the story of the affair 
which may prove that an innocent, unfor- 
tunate, gray-haired man, now almost a 
hapless, hopeless lunatic within the walls 
at Deer Lodge, may prove to be the victim 
of the strangest circumstances that ever 
formed a web for a thrilling story. In 1884, 
on top of one of the cars of Cole's circus 
train, which had pulled into Garrison, was 
found the body of a brakeman with a bul- 
let hole in his back. Not the slightest clew 
to the affair could be found. The body 
of the murdered brakeman was shipped to 
Salt Lake City, and for some time the 
affair was shrouded in mystery. 

One day about a year later a man walked 
into a police station at Minneapolis and 
offered to be taken. into custody as the 
murderer of the brakeman in Montana. He 
was locked up, the Montana authorities 
were informed of the affair, and within a 
few months the man was occuping a cell 
in the penitentiary, with a life sentence 
hanging over him. That man is William 
Murphy, allas Waltham, who has already 
grown old and is fast losing his mind 
within the narrow limits of his cell at 
Deer Lodge. 

Once several years o he attempted to 
escape, but a guard planted a charge of 
buckshot In his leg and took him back to 
prison. He is now 66 years of age and is 
employed to carry water and do other 
chores about the prison. When told that 
another man had confessed to the crime 
for which he is serving a life sentence 
Murphy gave the reporter an empty stare 
and finally broke Into a violent At of laugh- 
ter. Convicts who know him best believe 
Murphy fired a shot to scare the brakeman 
and that he had no intention of injuring 
am. but he later believed he had killed
